VISITORS TO YOSEMITE PARK 


Private Automobile Haa Won Over 


Combined Facilities of Railway 


Coaches and Stages. 


As the gresit human carrier Into the 


Yosemlte National park and valley, 
'the private automobile has won over 
the combined facilities of railway car 
and motor stage. In May, June and 
July of this year 22,000 people entered 
the park, and of these 12,000 made up 
families and small groups of friends 
roming in their own cars and independ- ! 
ent in their movements of stnge sched- 
ules «nd railway stops. 
' 


Last year's 83,000 visitors will be ex- 


cteded this season. To give this year's 
run in detail: May saw 132 people 
come in afoot or by horse vehicle, 1,- 
218 by auto stage and 568 by private 
car. June had 93 hikers, 4,078 by stage 
and 4,770 In their own machines. July 
closed with 6,984 people arriving In 
their own cars and about 3,500 In the 
auto stages.

Each flour customer Is now requir- 


ed to buy one pound of cereal substi- 
tute for every pound of wheat flour. 
The substitute may be of one kind or 
assorted. This 90-50 sale Is made by 
weight and not by value of the com- 
modities. There is, of course, no reg- 
ulation demanding the consumer to 
buy wheat flour at all. 


A wide variety of substitutes has 


been provided: Coruineal, corn flour, 
edible cornstarch, hominy, corn grits, 
barley flour, potato Hour, sweet potato 
flour, soya bean flour, Feterita flour 
and meals, rice, rice flour, oatmeal, 
rolled oats and buckwheat floor. 


Graham and whole wheat flour con- 


stitute an exception to the national 
regulation. Either of these commodi- 
ties may be sold at the ratio of three 
pounds to five pounds of wheat flour— 
that Is, five pounds at graham or 
wheat flout counts the same as three 
pounds of the usual wheat flour. 


Mixed flours form another excep- 


tion. 
Where any dour contains 50 


per cent, or tess of wheat it may be 


per cent, wheat and 40 per cent, of 
other ingredients an additional 20 per 
cent, of substitutes must be purchased 
by the consumer. 


Where necessity is shown specially 


some of these pupils would be desig-

VISITORS TO YOSEMITE PARK 


Private Automobile Haa Won Over 


Combined Facilities of Railway 


Coaches and Stages. 


As the gresit human carrier Into the 


Yosemlte National park and valley, 
'the private automobile has won over 
the combined facilities of railway car 
and motor stage. In May, June and 
July of this year 22,000 people entered 
the park, and of these 12,000 made up 
families and small groups of friends 
roming in their own cars and independ- ! 
ent in their movements of stnge sched- 
ules «nd railway stops.

Last year's 83,000 visitors will be ex- 


cteded this season. To give this year's 
run in detail: May saw 132 people 
come in afoot or by horse vehicle, 1,- 
218 by auto stage and 568 by private 
car.

Each flour customer Is now requir- 


ed to buy one pound of cereal substi- 
tute for every pound of wheat flour. 
The substitute may be of one kind or 
assorted. This 90-50 sale Is made by 
weight and not by value of the com- 
modities. There is, of course, no reg- 
ulation demanding the consumer to 
buy wheat flour at all. 


A wide variety of substitutes has 


been provided: Coruineal, corn flour, 
edible cornstarch, hominy, corn grits, 
barley flour, potato Hour, sweet potato 
flour, soya bean flour, Feterita flour 
and meals, rice, rice flour, oatmeal, 
rolled oats and buckwheat floor. 


Graham and whole wheat flour con- 


stitute an exception to the national 
regulation. Either of these commodi- 
ties may be sold at the ratio of three 
pounds to five pounds of wheat flour— 
that Is, five pounds at graham or 
wheat flout counts the same as three 
pounds of the usual wheat flour. 


Mixed flours form another excep- 


tion. 
Where any dour contains 50 


per cent, or tess of wheat it may be 


per cent, wheat and 40 per cent, of 
other ingredients an additional 20 per 
cent, of substitutes must be purchased 
by the consumer. 


Where necessity is shown specially
